Answering a correspondent’s questio#, a gradual 


rise in the level of prices for staple farm products is 


as inevitable as anything can be in the business world. 
Unfortunately. a gradual change cannot help farmers 
‘whid neéd and demand help now. Most farmers, how- 
ever, are in a position to “ hang on“ longer and live 


business,” despite fact that many a man engaged 
in it declares himself on the road to bankruptcy. 


Farming now is commonly judged on the babies of. 


farming returns before and @uring the “ boom” days 
of the war. in any case, those who judge it as a busi- 
ness will always be in funcamenta) error, because it 
is predominantly a way of living. Rewards tn doliars 
and cents are ite byproducts, however important they 
may be.

' Shelling Dried Chestnuts. 


The chestnut is a starchy food rather 


than a fat one like the peanut, walnut, 


Brasil nut, and others. It can be and 
is made into a flour and also what we 
might call a wet flour: namely, a purée. 
In this making gre he work may be so 
done that we ve notRing but a 
thing as poor as a rag,.a dirty gray 
raz or a brown one, or it may be done 
so that the product is as fine ad silk, 
namely it becomes like that supposed- 
ly finest of-all bonbons, the marrons 
glace, which is cooked and swollen 
Italian or French chestnut meat im- 
pregnated with sirup, after the same 
method as are the famous candicd 
fruits of France.
